Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being anticipated by 

Roy. 

Please see the Fig. 2 embodiment of Roy. Note that motor shaft 44a is 
attached to the portion of the shaft 44a that extends into chamber 40. Fan 
blades 66 read on the claimed "heat dissipating fin unit*, and shaft 44a reads 
on the claimed "heat-conducting member*. Since these blades are attached to 
a shaft that extends into and thermally contacts the fluid in chamber 40, the 
device clearly will permit heat transfer from the housing 22 to the fluid F, and 
from circulated fluid F to the shaft 44a and thus to the fan blades 66. All of 
the recitations of claims 2 and 3 are found in Roy as well. 

Claims 4-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. 

The remaining references show enclosed chambers with thermally 
conductive fluid, and/or rotating fin devices to reject heat to the ambient.
